COE’S SLEDUERE STUD TWO-YEAR-OLDS 



Tlie purchase privately last year in England, of 
the entire crop of yearlings of Sir Mark Sykes* 
famous Sledmere Stud, by W. R. Coe, was one of 
tbe sensations of tlie year in English and American 
turf ciredes, Xaturall.v, niucli has been expected 
from them in our racing of this year, but of the 
four whirii liave starteil. Terentla, Polygon, Sled- 
mere and ITiMler Fire, only the latter has beim re- 
turned a winner, as yet. It is quite probable that 
tliese ariHlo<Tath*ally bred young liorses are being 
trained k1uw1.v and are not suffiidently advanced to 
show at their best. It would be a sorry return 
for Mr. Coe’s enterprise if at least one or two 
of tliem should not turn out to be real turf stars 
of tlie first magnitude. It is worth noting that of 
tiMise whi/^h have not starteil, the filly Art hone 
is a sister to Zinovia. which is one of the 
three-year-olds in England, while another. Kiss 
Again, is a half-sister to Somme Kiss, which ^rau 
siMitud to Gainsborough last month in tlie Two 
TlKtusand Guineas. 

The fact that tlie Tracery — Veneration II. filly 
was seleided to beat the name Sleiliiiere, carries 
with It . tlie impli<*ati<ni that slie must have given 
iudU’a turn's of greatness in her training. Her dam 
is probably *t lie most valuable ImsMlmare in England. 
Slie is a half-sister of tlie great race mare 1 
Polly and infinitely better as a broodmaiv. In this 
<*aiiacity Veneration II. has been a veritable gold 
mine. In tlie six y«*ars prior to Mr. Coe s wholesale 
pnrfdiase of tbe Sledmere yearlings, her ‘*J»**^^*^ 
daughters siild at auction for a total of ^.000 
guineas, or $117..52U. One of her 
fiuislied first in the E|isom Deriiy of 1913. but was 
disqualifieil. He was then sold for $lo0.000 and 
sent to Argentina, where he is a highly sm-cessful 
stallion. John Sanford gave $17,000 for l«er son 
Nassovian, a gooil horse which ran thinl in iHith 
the Two TiKiusand tiiiineas and I>erby, ao‘l ^oii 
tlie ricli Prim-ess of Wales Stake.^. In 1910 3lr. 
SaufonI palil for her daughter. Homage,
